The ban on delivery and other store 
services, which has been put in oper- 
ation throughout the country during 
the last few months, instead of being 
lifted, as have many others, haa been 
transferred from the National Council 
of Defense, and War Industries Board 
to the various State Councils of De- 
fense, with recommendations that the 
various State Councils shall deter- 
mine the needs of the State as to 
whether the ban shall be ilfteil or nor. 

Word has just been received by Kn- 
vone ,1. Straus. State Clialrnian. Com- 
mercial Kconomy Committee, Ken- 
tucky Council of Defence, and State 
Uepreseiitalive, Conservation Division, 
War Industries Hoard, from the War 
Industries Hoard, Washington, D, C, 
part of which reads as follows: 

"We shall rely upon each State 
Council of Defense, in co-operation 
with local community labor boards, to 
work out such readjustments as Iqcai 
conditions demand in the administra- 
tion of the plans already In effect for 
delivery economy," and In co-opera- 
tion with the above .Mr. Straus has 
just sent out letters to commlttei'i. 
and merchants throughout the State, 
part of which reads as follows: 

"The Kentucky Council of Deiense 
feels that the restrictions shoulil be 
continued, but possibly In a modlflud 
form, but owing to the limited fi- 
nances of the Council, recommends 
that the continuance of these restric- 
tions be passed on to the various mer- 
chants local organisations, or to a 
State organisation, composed of the 
individual merchant, which organl- 
indlvidual merchantsfi which organi- 
zations could modify or change llie re 
strictioiis to best meet io(tal needs and 
adopt many otlier valmibio featnris 
for the mcri hants protection, which 
features have not ln^^cn in ine Natioeal 
Campaign." 

"The merchanlK all through 'he 
State are n-ked to (lli> a report willi 
Mr. Straus, at l^Auisvillc, showing the 
savings that have been made, both in 
man power and in dollars and cents 
while the following of the Conserva- 
tion Recommendations have been In 
operation during the last few 
months." Every merchant and com- 
mitteemen is asked to give the above 
his prompt attention and mail report 
at the earliest date. 



Although the local police had made 
application to Governor Stanley for 
a requisition on (Joveriior Cox, of 
Ohio, for the retiini Ihtc of Alexander 
Schraff, under arrest in Cineiniiati and 
wanted here on a grand larceny 
charge, they have withdrawn that re- 
quest and Schraff has been given his 
liberty. 

The local authorities received a 
communication from Georgetown, 
Ohio, lawyers, in which town Schraff 
lives, Informing them that heretofore 
the man had a good reputation in his 
home community. They also stated 
that Schraff's entire family was 111 
with Influenza and that some members 
were in a serious condition. They 
agreed to compromise the case by the 
return of the stolen articles anil 
money and to this compromise llie lo- 
cal authorities agreed after they 
learned that it would suit Mr. Samuel 
Middleman from whom the articles 
and money had been stolen. 

After reaching this compromise yes- 
terday Chief of Police Harry A. Ort 
notified the Cincinnati police to re- 
lease Schraff and allow him to return 
to his family.

According to the physicians' reports 
there were but 16 new cases develop- 
ed in both city and county on Thurs- 
day which shows a decrease from the 
preceeding day of 11 oases. Sis of the 
16 new cases reported Thursday were 
in the city and ten in the county. 

In an interview given the Ledger 
this morning Dr. I-ocke said that all 
lestrictions were renioveil as to the 
churches in the city for in'xt Sunday 
and that Sunday School could be held 
as usual. He advised however, that 
all children under school age be left 
at home Just at this time but s^ted 
that there was little or no danger In 
the chlidrev. of school age attending 
Sunday School. 

Dr. Locke and the members of the 
City Board of Health feel much better 
about the situation In the city of 
Maysville than they have felt for some 
time and now feel certain t&at the epi- 
demic is on the wane for good.

WHAT THE BUREAU OF NATURAL. 
lEATION IS DOING 

With the coining of peace, the Bu- 
reau of Naturalisation ot the U. S. De- 
pa rtment of Labor is charged with 
co.itlnulng the work, which the war 
has shown to have been already so 
well established, of cementing the 
many races and peoples represented 
In this coiintry'rt poi)\ilaliiin into one 
homogenous natinn. Ti\c acliievenicut 
of national imiiy, iuvcivint; iiie assi- 
milation of 17,500,000 alien horn re- 
sidents of this country, is tlie peculiar 
task of this bureau, which is begin- 
ning this season the greatest cam- 
paign in its history to effect iU alms. 

Realisation of the ideal of America 
as the melting pot in which the peo- 
ples of many lands are fused into a 
new and oharaoteristio national type 
Is the purpose of this bureau's Aner- 
ioanisatlon work. iMt May, Congress 
passed a law to Amerlcaniie every 
man ami weman cil" lorelRn birth In 
this country, ami ii eluise the Bureau 
of Natiiralizalinn lo have eliar^c of 
the cltizeiisliin Iniinintj wliicli wiil be 
carried on tbroii;;li ilie pulilic scluinls. 

ForelKueis are beeoniiui; < tllzens by 
hundreds of thousands every year, and 
the war has done much to pvonmie in- 
terest in America anionj; tlie aliens 
living here. There are still, however, 
many difBoulties in the way of a suc- 
oesaful aeeompUshment of the great 
plan to make every Inhabitant of this 
country American in thought, word, 
and action. 

For example, there are 600,000 for- 
eigners In New York City who can not 
read, write, or spoak English. Pro- 
bably ion languages and dialects are 
spoken liere. Tliere are between ten 
and twelve inillion persons In this 
country who owe alli'Kiance lo other 
nations. In no other country in the 
world is there so great a percentage 
of aliens. 

The Bureau of Naturalisation is 
more closely in touch with the foreign 
bom tlian any other government or- 
ganliation. Through Its naturalization 
examiners, it has gained acquaintance 
with about three million immigrants, 
and during the last four years the 
aehools have begun their great work 
of Instructing the millions of others 
in the essentials ot Amerloan oltlsen- 
ship. 

This groat educational work Is »;o- 
Ing on In nearly 2.000 conuniinilies, 
the home cities of niillionB of iinnii- 
grantB. Hundreds of thousands of 
these have taken out their first pa- 
pers, and the bureau lias prevailed

It also fur- 
nishes free tt^xIbookH to these men 
and wumen, and will rocuKuIze (be 
work of (bu public m(Ou)i>Ih iu u cerll- 
lloata of gruduutlou, prusuntud Jointly 
by the Oovernmont and the hcIiooIb tu 
foreigners when they come Into Amer- 
loan olUsenshlp.

per cent, is I lie almost herculean task 
the Unreau of .N'aturallzatlon faces. 
The aid of every resident Of the com- 
munity must be enlisted in the work 
If It Is to be eeotlve. 

Employers of aliens can aid In thr 
work by having their workmen, par 
tloularly those who are deficient Ir 
their knowledge of KnKlish or of 
American Institutions, enter the even- 
lUK citizensliip classes at once. Tiio-r 
who have foreign-born friemls or ar 
qnainlances who are not Ihoronulil- 
naturalized can see to it that they 
tluow off the foreil'mi influence by 
urging them, iu a friendly manner, to 
enroll In one of the classes. 

Our foreign-born soldiers, many of 
them have become naturalised since 
entering the Army— either In camps at 
home or on the fields of Fratjce — will 
have American homes to return to. If 
the Bureau's program is carried out 
properly here. The relatives and 
friends of these young men can liavi 
llie meaning of Americanization 
l)ronKht home to them. Just as the 
yonnK men themselves discover It In 
tlic .Army. 

The (loois of thousands of schools 
are open lo tlu' forclKner wtio sincere- 
ly w ishes to become an American, and 
Hie teachers will receive him with a 
cordial welcome. The schools have al- 
ready accomplished a great work in 
the naturalization program, but there 
Is much more to be done. Many oth- 
er schools will be opened In the near 
future, It Is expected. 

The Oovemment, through its Bu- 
reau of Naturalization, ami In cooper- 
ation with the public Bchools. is ex- 
tending a helplUK liand lo evi rv alien 
who comes hero. If tliey reati/e ilnnr 
opportunity, they wiil eiiibrac !• ii glad- 
ly. It Ik the duty of Americans to 
make siiri' llial forei^nerB iindersland 
wliai is licinK done for them. 

'ill. ((Hilts are showing thorough 
appreciation of what the Bureau and 
the schools are doing, for tney have In 
the last two years recommended that 
75.000 aliens take the citlsenship 
courses— more than the total number 
of aliens admitted to oitisenship in 
three years of the last decade.

New York, December •— That tiie 
eoonomlo Iobb to the nation from the 
recent InflnenBa oplderalo amovnted 
to "mlUionB of the heat years of hla 
life," becauBe the average age of thoae 
who died was under 80, was pointed 
out yesterday by Actuary Henry Moir, 
(if New Vfirk, lit ilie tlirift conference 
wliicli is helny lield in connection with 
the twelfth iinnnal convention of the 
Association nf Life Ins\iraiice Presi- 
dents. 

Mr. Moir. who Is I'rewidcnt of the 
Actuarial Society, said a recent inves- 
tigation of insured lives coverMnv a 
period of 16 yeara' experience showed 
that thoee who had died as a result of 
the tnHuenia epidemic should have 
lived on the average to be 65 and 60 
years old under normal conditions. In 
speakins? of this loss, he said that this 
youuR and vinorons human life, which 
winiid otlierwise soon have been de- 
voted to reeonstrnction problems now 
before tlie world, has been "stolen by 
this scourse" Mr. Moir used ncurc* 
taken froih ofllcial reports and con- 
tributed by representative life insur- 
ance companies to denuinslrate ttial 
the average loss of years of life suf- 
fered on account of each one of tlic 
thousanda of deaths from influenza 
has not been less than 26. 

Mr. Moir warned that there Is no as- 
Eurance that the danger ia past. "We 
learn," he said "that Influenia ia now 
revisiting Europe and thia time there 
are indications that it may be more 
objectionallie tlian the milder form of 
mid-summer. We should therefore 
take warnins; from this recurrence 
and olisiTve watcliful care to prevent 
I further infection, since tlie disease ha^ 
I distinctly dec i ea^eil iinil seems to be 
t iIvInK out in tills country."

I.,ondon, December 6 — In the detail- 
ed re-statement of his policy. Issued 
by I'reniier Lloyd George, calling for 

llie trial and punishment of the men 
l espdiisiljle for the war. however high 
their place, he nleiineil Ibe entire |n- 
llnence of the British (,'overiinieiit at 
the peace conference, to see that Jus- 
tice was done. 

In declaring for the expulsion and 
exclusion of all enemy aliens from 
British soli, the Premier pointed out 
that a considerable proportion of ene- 
my resldento In the United Kingdom 
during the war had abused British 
hospitality, and thus had forfeited 
their claims to remain. He said: 

The kaiser must bo prosecuted. 
The war was a crime. Who doubts 
that? It was a frlshlfnl. terrible 
crime! It was a crime rn the way In 
which it was planm-ii and in the de- 
liWerate wantonness with which It was 
provoked. It also was a crime In the 
Invasion of a helplcBS little state ami 
in the wicked and most brutal treat- 
ment of that little state. Remember 
the treaty of neutrality, the scrap of 
paper! 

"Surely the war was a crime. The 
fact that all these Iniquitous things 
wore done In the name of war and 

in ler imperial edict Of an autocrat 
iioes not cliaiiMe their nature. The 
war was a liideoiis, abominable crime, 
a 1 rime which has sent millions of the 
he- 1 yoiiiv-' inen of Kiirone to doatb 
and nuiltilatlon and has pliiiiKed my 
riadB of homes Into deBolallon.
